Section  B. — General  Provision  of  Health  Services  for 
the  Area. 


Hospitals : — 

A (1)  Fever. — 

Hospitals  for  treatment  of  Infectious  Diseases  are  pro- 
vided by  the  Leicestershire  Combined  Hospitals  Com- 
mittee. The  nearest  to  your  Area  are  Markfield  Isolation 
Hospital  (54  beds)  and  Hinckley  (23  beds). 

(2)  Smallpox. — 

Hospitals  are  maintained  by  the  Leicestershire  County 
Council  at  Snarestone  (23  beds)  and  at  Syston  (15  beds.) 
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B (1)  Tuberculosis. — 

The  County  Sanatorium  at  Markfield  is  adequately 
equipped  for  the  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  in  all  its 
stages,  and  contains  126  beds. 

(2)  Maternity. — 

The  Cottage  Hospital,  Ashby-de-la-Zouch,  provides 
accommodation  for  Maternity  Cases  from  your  district. 
The  Leicester  and  Leicestershire  Maternity  Hospital  is 
also  available  for  cases  requiring  Institutional  treatment. 

(3)  Children. — 

Cases  requiring  Institutional  treatment  are  admitted  to 
Leicester  Royal  Infirmary  and  Loughborough  Infirmary. 
Provision  is  also  made  in  Ashby  Cottage  Hospital. 

(4)  Other. — 

Delicate  and  ill-nourished  children  from  3 to  5 years  are 
received  at  the  Children’s  Convalescent  Home,  Wood- 
house  Eaves. 

Ambulance  Facilities. — 

Infectious  cases  are  removed  in  Ambulances  provided  by 
the  Leicestershire  Combined  Isolation  Hospitals  Committee. 

Non-infectious  cases  are  provided  for  by  the  Dr.  Hart 
Memorial  Ambulance  and  the  St.  John’s  Ambulance  Brigade. 
Most  of  the  Collieries  provide  Ambulances  for  their  accident 
cases. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres  are  provided  by  the 
County  Council. 

An  Infant  Welfare  Centre  is  held  weekly  at  the  Baptist 
Church  Schoolroom,  Ashby-de-la-Zouch. 

At  the  Health  Centre,  Bridge  Road,  Coalville,  a School 
and  Orthopedic  Clinic  is  held.  A Tuberculosis  Dispensary  is 
also  held  here. 

Venereal  Diseases  Clinic  is  held  at  Leicester  Royal 
Infirmary. 

General  Nursing  is  provided  in  the  homes  by  a Resident 
District  Nurse,  under  supervision  of  the  Leicestershire 
Nursing  Association,  aided  by  Local  Voluntary  Contributions. 
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The  District  Nurse  does  not  attend  Infectious  Cases  and 
does  not  undertake  midwifery. 

There  is  no  provision  for  nursing  such  diseases  as 
Measles  in  the  homes. 


A District  Midwife  is  now  available  for  your  District,  and 
lives  in  the  adjacent  village  of  Donisthorpe. 


Chemical  and  Bacteriological  examinations  are  provided 
for  in  the  County  Council  Laboratory,  Leicester.

Section  C. — Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water  Supply. — 

The  district  is  supplied  by  the  Ashby  and  Swadlincote 
Joint  Water  Board  from  the  Milton  Water  Works,  except  in 
a few  outlying  houses  where  wells  are  used. 

The  Public  water  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality. 
Owing  to  the  Water  Board  cutting  off  the  supply  from 
10  p.m.  till  5 a.m.  from  14th  October,  1937,  to  27th  November, 
1937,  this  district  has  been  affected  adversely,  as  the  greater 
portion  of  the  water  supplied  in  this  district  is  used  for 
industrial  purposes.  This  curtailment  of  supplies  caused 
works  to  go  on  part  time,  and  there  was  considerable  short- 
age for  periods  on  high  points  of  the  District,  although  no 
appreciable  effects  on  health  resulted. 

One  sample  of  water  from  a well  was  analysed  and 
found  unsatisfactory. 

Two  wells  were  closed  during  the  year  and  the  Public 
supply  was  substituted. 
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Drainage  and  Sewerage. — 

No  important  extensions  were  carried  out  during  the 
year. 

A scheme  is  under  consideration  for  the  extension  of  the 
sewer  in  Furnace  Lane,  for  the  conversion  of  Privies  to  8 
houses  and  the  provision  of  sinks  and  wash  houses. 

The  Sewage  Works  at  Donisthorpe  Lane,  Occupation 
Lane,  and  Stone  Row  are  acting  efficiently. 

There  are  10  Cesspools  in  the  District. 

No  Cesspools  were  abolished  during  the  year. 

Closet  Accommodation. —

The  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1907,  is  in  force 
whereby  the  Council  can  assist  Property  Owners  by  bearing 
a proportion  of  the  cost  of  converting  Privy  Middens  into 
W.C’s. 

Public  Cleansing. — 

House  refuse  is  collected  weekly  in  covered  motor  lorry 
by  the  Council’s  workmen  and  carted  to  refuse  tips,  where  it 
is  deposited  in  layers  and  covered  with  soil. 

Earth  Closets  and  Privies  are  emptied  at  night,  and  Ash- 
pits and  Cesspools  are  emptied  at  frequent  regular  intervals. 

The  Night  Soil  and  Contents  of  Cesspools  are  carted  on 
to  suitable  land  and  ploughed  in.  The  Refuse  from  Ashpits 
and  Ashbins  is  carted  to  the  Refuse  Tips  where  it  is  deposited 
in  layers  and  covered  with  soil. 

18  Ashpits  have  been  abolished  during  the  year  and  21 
galvanised  Iron  Dustbins  provided. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. — 

The  total  number  of  complaints  received  during  the  year 
was  9.  Total  number  of  premises  visited  was  494.  786 

Inspections  were  made  for  all  purposes ; 175  defects  or 
nuisances  were  discovered  ; 264  notices  were  served,  10 
formal  and  254  informal.  167  defects  were  remedied  after 
service  of  notices.  No  legal  proceedings  were  taken. 
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Shops. — 

No  action  was  taken  under  the  provision  of  Shops  Act, 
1934,  relating  to  ventilation,  temperature,  and  to  Sanitary 
Conveniences.

The  chief  features  with  regard  to  Infectious  Diseases 
during  1937  were  : — 

Scarlet  Fever. 

Ten  cases  were  notified. 

The  great  majority  of  these  cases  occurred  in  the  month 
of  April. 

Four  cases  occurred  in  one  household. 

No  Deaths  occurred. 

No  use  was  made  of  the  “ Dick  Test.” 

Diphtheria. 

Ten  cases  were  notified. 

The  majority  of  the  cases  occurred  from  June  to  Sep- 
tember.

The  question  of  Artificial  Immunization  against  Diphtheria 
has  been  before  the  Council  for  consideration  and  the  various 
substances  and  methods  in  use  have  been  discussed. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  County  has  written 
to  all  Local  Authorities  offering  to  immunize  children  against 
Diphtheria,  whose  parents  consent,  during  an  epidemic,  at  a 
cost  to  the  Local  Authority  of  three  shillings  and  sixpence  per 
child. 


INFLUENZA. — During  the  month  of  January,  Influenza 
was  very  prevalent.  2 deaths  were  attributed  to  this  disease. 


CANCER  accounted  for  3 deaths  during  the  year — 2 in 
males  and  1 in  females. 


Three  Public  Recreation  Grounds  are  provided  by  the 
Ashby  Woulds  Urban  District  Council  at  Moira,  Spring 
Cottage  and  Albert  Village.  The  total  area  is  about  12£ 
acres. 

Children’s  Playgrounds  are  provided  at  all  three  grounds. 

Bowling  Greens,  Tennis  Courts  and  areas  for  general 
games  have  also  been  provided  for. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the 
Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  P.  C.  Woodhall,  for  his  valuable  aid 
in  compiling  this  report.  Many  of  the  details  are  taken  from 
his  Annual  Summary.
